4 Palestinians killed as 
strike marks Israel creation 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — The bodies of three 
Palestinians, including a village 
leader who was stri>bed lo deafe, 
were found in fee occupied West 
Bank Tuesday. A 14-year-old 
Palestinian also feed of wounds 
after being shot earlier by a Jew- 
ish settler. 

Throughout the occupied 
lands, Palestinians staged a pro- 
test strike to mark the 42nd 
anniversary of the founding of 
Israel. 

Jewish settlers rampaged 
throuj^ Arab neighbourhoods in 
fee Jcnisfllem area early Tues- 
day. anasfaing car and bouse vrin- 
dows, after Palestinians fire- 
bombed an Israeli bus. 

Settlers from Maale Aduniim, 
a West Bank dormitory town 
perched on hills just outside Jeru- 
salem, attacked Arab motorists 
after a petrol bomb hit a bus on 
fee road to their settlement. One 
settler was arrested, police said. 

“Several groups of Maale Adu- 


mim residents went wQd. They 
stoned Arab homes near fee road 
to Jerusalem, tried to yank Arabs 
out of their cars and disrapted 
traffic.’' a police tqrokeswomaii 
told Reuters. 

She said tiie seCtiers stoned 
bouses in the villages of Ayzariya 
and Issawiya ootside Jerosalein. 
The army damped a curfow cm 
Ayzariya, a frequent ambush ^t 
where a Jewish taxi driver was 
stoned and injured Monday 
night. 

Five em{fe>yees^of tfae.Arabte 
Al Fajr newspaper were injured 
by flymg glass uriien 30 seMlers 
yelling "Deafe to Arri»" stoned 
their car, an And) jouniahst told 
Renters. 

In the West Bank vifetge of 
Qalqilya, 14-year-fed Sanith Abu 
Sheikh died from wounds sus- 
tained when be was shot in the 
head by an Israeli motorist Sun- 
day, the army said. Patestimans 
said a settler shot him. 

On M<Miday ni^it, police shot 


and killed Khamis Abu Kbonsa, 
19, in a dash wife masked activ- 
ists in an orchard in fee Gaza 
Strip, military sources said. 

Is^l Radio said fee rillage 
of Balaa in the West 
Rank was Stabbed to death by 
militants who accused him of 
collaborating wife Israeli forces. 

Palestmians in fee West Bank 
and Gaza Strip closed their 
shops, halted transport and 
stay^ home to protest at the 
anniversaiy of toil’s establife- 
mentv- 4siZ^lis celebrated the 
anniveTsaiy on April 30 according 
to the Hebrew calendar. 

A general strike called ^ lead- 
ers of the 2S^moofe uprising also 
prevented most workers from fee 
ooenpied territories frmn going to 
jobs in Israel. Some 120, .Arab 
worieers pour into Israel daily. 

The army imposed a curfew on 
some 250,d00 Gazans, more than 
a third <rf fee strip’s residents, to 
prevent protests during the 
strike.

in Estonia, 
Latvia 


VILNIUS (Agendes) — Demon- 
strators lore down Estonia's flag 
and thousands of Soviet soldiers 
fried to break into the Latvian 
partiament Tuesday in protests 
against the Baltic republics* iode 
pendence campaign. 

Ufeuanian President Vytautas 
Laodsbergis, in a radio interview 
broadcast as U.S. Secretary of 
State James Baker flew to Mos- 
cow for an arms summit, 
appealed to the Americans to 
raise the issue of Baltic indqxend- 
enoB wife Soviet leaders. 

A pro-Moscow crowd in the 
Estonian capital of Tallinn 
advanced on the 14fe century 
Toompea Palace and tore down 
the republic’s bhie, ufexte and 
black flag, whidi was raised last 
week wb» lawmakers voted for 
independence, witnesses said. 
Ibe anti-indepeiKlence protests 
briefly raised fee Soviet Union's 
red hammer-ond-sickle flag over 
tto legislafrire. 

But Estonian Prime Mixusier 
Ed^ Savisaar d^ered a live 
radio address urging pro- 
independence forces to conver^ 
on the palate. They heeded his 
cal! and restored the Estonian 
flag, the witnesses said. 

A luge piQ’iiidepeiideiite de- 
monstration continued into the 
night, said Alan Mortenson, an 
employee of the Estonian news 
agen^ ETA. Lemby Thgane of 
tite Estonian Popnlu Front gave 
a rimilar account by tel^one 
from Tailino. 

Meanwhile about 2,0(X) people 
r^rposed to Estonian indepe^ 
enoe tried to storm fee pariia- 
meot bitilfeng Tuesday but were 
driven away by crowds vriio ral- 
lied to a radio appeal to help, fee 
republic's forei^ minisur liud. 

"After the broadcast, some 15 
to 20,000 people rushed here and 
repulsed fee mob without use of 
force,'* Lennart Mui told Reu- 
ters from h» office, near the 
berieged buOding in the capitsi, 
Tallinn.

Cabinet approves 
accord with UAE 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Cabinet 
Tuesday authorised Industry and 
Trade Minister Ziad Fariz to ex- 
change instruments of ratification 
of an economic, commerdal. and 
tedmicai cooperation agreement 
with to United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). The agreement was con- 
duded in June 1989 to encourage 
fee export and import of agri- 
^tural, and industrial products 
between the two countries. The 
agreement also provides for giv- 
ing priority in cran^mning goods 
from and to both countries to 
Jordanian and UAE vehicles. It 
called for increased technical 
cooperation and for fee exchange 
of experts in addition to en- 
coura^g the transfer of capitals 
between fee two countries, and 
giving such captals fee privileges, 
goaramees and rights contained, 
in fee wider agreement on the 
investment of Arab capitals in 
Anfe states. 

The Jordan-U.^ agreement 
calls for offering all necessary 
facilities to encourage setting up 
joint companies and projects. 

A spedal committee made up 
of representatives of the two 
conntries will be formed to follow 
up on the implementation of the 
^reement’s provisions. The com- 


mittee will meet annually or at 
to request of one of the parties 
in Anunan and Abu Dhabi by 
rotation.

The Cabinet also appro\'cd a 
“readable information ^’stem" 
provided by fee French govern- 
ment as a ^nation to Jordan to 
help it provide information to 
visitors and tourists around to 
clock. The system is made up of a 
central computer and 40 moni-' 
tors, which will be stationed in 
various touristic and archaeolo- 
gical sites in Jordan. 


Low voter turnout forces 
extended voting in Zarqa

ZARQA — - Zarqa. to King- 
dom's second largest city. Tues- 
day held its first munidpaJ elec- 
tions since 1978. but a low voter 
turnout forced to governor to 
extend voting for another day. 

Voting was visibly slow all day 
at the city's 12 polling centres and 
it sqypeared tot more women 
than men were voting to choose 
10 council members out of a field 
of 54 candidates. Voting resumes 
Wednesday morning en^ at 
5:00 p.m. 

Election officiak said that by 
the closir^ of voting at 7:(X) p.m. 
Tuesday only 17.0M people out 
of 63,000 eligible voters cast 
their votes. &me observers attri- 
buted fee low turnout to last- 
minute deals between and among 
candidates and constituencies, 
while reridents said the (rfie- 
nomenon was an expression of 
sq>afey. 

“People are frustrated," a Zar- 
qa resident told fee Jordan 
Times. “They have no hope in 
the whole exercise. They have 
ahvays been like this and Zarqa 
elections always took two days." 

Mohammad Al Aklouk, a 
candidate of fee “Zarqa Istemic 


bloc,” said that Islamists, led by 
to Muslim Brotherhood, would 
probably dominate fee elections. 
However, he added, "it is not yet 
dear to what extent; it is very 
difficult to judge.” 

Most election observers who 
spoke to the. Jordan Times 
asserted that fee nine-member 
“Islamic Action Bloc” — wife 
five of its candidates official 
members of fee Muslim Brother- 
hood — was the most powerful. 
Yasser Onj^, leader of the bloc, 
is said by many to have been to 
most active in urging people, 
particularly w'omen, to go to the 
polls. 

However, Omari is being 
boycotted by some Islamists wrbo 
say they wodd not elect him to a 
post that would involve rendering 
services or dealing wife bars and 
liquor stores as well as dealing 
wife commerdal banks which 
diarge and give interest on de- 
posits and loans, contrary to Isla- 
mic law. 

But, a taxi driver said, “every- 
body is voting for Omari." 

The Bani Hassan Bedouin

Baker in Moscow to

MOSCOW (AP) — U.S. Secret- 
ary of State James Baker arrived 
in Moscow Tuesday for a four- 
day visit aimed at working our

Baker’s aides are not predict- 
ing success. "By to end of fee 
week we should know a lot 
more," a senior U.S. offidai said 
before Baker left the United 
States Monday ni^t. 

The four days of taiicc are 
Baker’s last chance to work out 
agreements with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Sbevardnafee 
for signing during fee May 30- 
June 3 visit to W ashingiow of 
Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachev.

Democracy march shows 
new force in Algeria 


Msh envoy appeals 
for release of Keenan

ALGIERS — Tens of thousands 
.of Algerians igfbo jmned a 
demomey ma^ in the cajntid 
last Thursday showed the l^ts 
of Muslim f iitidamentalism m 
Algeria bot they have yet to 
coalesce into an effective political 
force. 

A loose coalitioo of moderate 
and leftist parties organised tiie 
nationwide march, mobilising 
large numbers of Algerians from 
all walks of life. 

Political analysts said tiie im- 
pressive showing could foreriia- 
dow the emergence of what 
Algeria’s fled^g multi-party 
democracy now lacks — a credi- 
ble liberal successor to the -widely 
discredited ruling party, the 
National Liberation Front 
(FLN). 

A month ahead of the first free 
elections, the march showed tiiat 
vast numbers of Al gerians do not 
accept the Islamic Salvation* 
Front (FIS) as the only alterna- 
tive to the FLN after 27 years of 
one-party rule. 

But the pro-democra^ forces 
still needed to define common 
objectives and project a compell- 
ing vision of Algeria’s fiitare, the 
analysts said. 

“The alternative to the FIS has 
not yet coalesced. What the pso-‘ 
democrat forces need to do is to. 
organise themselves into a party’ 
and give Algerians a real aitenia- 
tive to boffi die FLN and the 
FIS,” said one senior Western 
diplomat. 

‘Tt’s one thing to turn people 
out on the streets, and ano^r to 
organise a coherent political 
force,*’ he said. 

By most counts the four orga- 
nising parties sneoeeded in snr- 
pasring the 50,000 to 60,000 FIS 
supporters that marched on the 
{neridential palace last month. 

The pro-democracy march im- 
pressed observers not oafy by its 
numbers — more than 100,000 by 
most indqiendent aooomits — 
but by the breadth of support. 

While the FIS mardi was 
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dominated by the crisis-tait young 
niban poor, the pro-democia^ 
marchers appeared -more repre- 
sentative of Algerian society — 
grotqxng nriddl^class-piofesrion- 
als, non-Arab Berbers and 
women- alarmed by the rise of 
fundamentalism as well as unem- 
ployed y o itfii .

Something called absorptive capacity 


IF YOU cannot consume all 
your mcome and other sorts of 
revenues that accrue to you in 
the fonn of grants from rela- 
tives, friends or tbe govern- 
ment you wnll end up with a 
financial surplus which, in 
national accounting terminolo- 
gy, is called savings. If you 
cannot invest this surplus by 
yourself, you will lend it to 
other parties directly, or in- 
directly through bante. When 
we apply this analysis to a 
country, the finand^ surplus 
goes almad. This was exactly 
what had happened to Arab 
countries during the late seven- 
ties and early eighties and led 
to the phenomenon of Arab 
funds or investments abroad 
whidi were largely petrodol- 
lars. 

It is estimated that tiiere are 
aronod $700-750 billion of 
Arab investments abroad. 


These take tbe foiin of de- 
posits with banks to the tune of 
$500 billioo; the balance goes 
to other direct and portfolio 
investments (shares, bonds, 
real estate, fectories, service 
enterprises). There are a host 
of forces which led to the 
exodus of these mammoth 
fiinds whidi are surrounded by 
all sorts of feUacies and myths. 

It has been said that these 
fimds are more than ad^uate 
to repay the $180 billion of 
Arab external debt. This is an 
arithmetic fallacy because tbe 
Arab owners of these funds are 
not ^ Arab debtors, vrtneh 
nieane that they ate not avail- 
able for debt repayment unless 
their Arab owners are vrilfing 
to re-lend them to Arab de- 
btors. That is almost an im- 
possible assumption. Even 
within individual Arab coun- 
tries, tins assumption does not 


work because the holders of 
deposits relating to any debtor 
And) country are normally in- 
dividuals and private firms that 
win not lend them to their 
goveriunent to be (Med for 
retiring its external debt. 
However, remember that titese 
funds were in the first place 
sent abroad to avoid beiog 
“captured" by goveniments. 

Althou^ very remote, tbe 
only realistic way of ntUiaiig 
Arab financial snrpiuses kept 
abroad to solve pan-Arab eco- 
nomic problems, iweiuding ex- 
ternal debt, is to invest th^ in 
Arab countries. If every thii^ 
on very well, (and this is a 
biggest “if’), such investments 
will boost economic growth in 
Arab countries and later on 
enhance the csfiadfy of Arab 
countries to repay their debts. 

Many idealists will say that 
thb is possible and denund it 


be done. From a nationalistic 
viewpoint, it must be done Imt 
tiie story fe different in eamo- 
mic and praetk^ terms. Arab 
savers ^1 not bring tiieir 
financial surpluses into 
the Arab countries until tbe 
investment climate, which 
fiigbteiied tiiem away in the 
first place has dianged. This is 
a profound process rriiidi can 
be accomplisbed only over ex- 
tended pmiods of time, if ever 
so, and with very dras& shifts 
in the basics of Arab econmnic 
policies. 

brespective of national 
ideals and good intentions, 
assume, for foe sake of analy- 
sis, tiiat tiiere is a wilifogness to 
move in ^fiis direction. The 
whc4e process will be fims- 
trated tiie Arab economies 
do not have the necessary 
absorptive capacity. In the abs- 
ence of such capacity, Arab 


capital will be enqilayed in bad 
investments and at high 
intensities whidi amoont ‘to 
squandering the above-men- 
tioaed snipiiaes. This low 
capital return and thereby nas- 
ty economic and ngrirwai s^t- 
badts. We shall have lost our 
surpluses and retained our ex- 
ternal debts. This b not nation- 
al cooperation but collective 
suidde. But udiat is absorptive 
capacity? 


Absorptive capadty b tbe 
ability to use c^tal produc- 
tively. The adverb “produc- 
dvdy” does make all the dif- 
fereoces as it draws the tine 
between economic sense and 
wishful tiunldng. In a sympo- 
sinm on Arab investments 
abroad, one of the audience 
said be believed that Sudan 
alone can absoib all Arab 
finandal soiplnses. That is 


absolutely true, but at what 
level of productivity? We cei^ 
tainly can pour afi Arab finan- 
cial surphi^ even in <me city 
and have bufiduigs and stores 
of marble and golden doore. 
But then tiie rate of letnrn to 
capital will be ^ >|»o Aii ateiy* 
zero. Tbe surploses wQI be 
destroyed in a sin^ cycle. 

In the absence of absorptive 
capacity, Arab financial sur- 
pluses repatriated to the Arab 
World will be used eitiier for 
importing mmecessaiy capital 
go^ (ttoougb very h^ ci^t- 
a!/out{mt ratios) or to 
consumption expenditures 
(with hi^ import contents). In 
both cases,, p^ of them win be 
oousumed and the remainder 
ends iq) again in Western mar- 
kets a^ banka-after a jonni^ 
made futile doe to die defiant 
of economic rules. .

Drug war: Worst 
U.S. policy failure 
since Vietnam

WASHINGTON — After 25 
years as an international under- 
cover narcotics agent, Midiael 
Levine has strong opinioiis about 
the U.S. drugs war. He caUs it 
“the biggest, costliest, most 
dangerous feilure of American 
poli^ since Vietnam". 

Fifteen years after the United 
States lost the war in Vietnam, 
Washington's war on drugs b a 
subject of controver s y both at 
home and in Latin America, 
which produces most of the 
cocaine and much of the heroin 
consumed by a seemingly insati- 
able U.S, mariet. 

Levine’s comparison with the 
Vietnam war comes in die intro- 
duction of a book. “Deep' C oin' 
er",rwhichhe'. wi^ehfterretmng i 
from the U.S. Drug Enforcements 
Agency (DEA) where he had 
won several awards for oustand- 
ing work. 

The book describes an under- 
cover operation against Bolivian 
drug lords that failed. Levine 
asserts, because of bureaucratic 
bungling, io-figbting and rivalry 
between the DEA and U.S. cus- 
toms. 

There has been no offidai com- 
ment on the former agent’s blow- 
by-blow account of tbe operation, 
code-named Trifecta, but figures 
back up his ^oomy condusion 
that more seizures and more 
arrests do not mean that the war 
b being won.. 

In 3989, 'the year Presideot 
George Bush dedared war on 
drugs — as every president since 


Richard Nunm has done - U.S. 
authorities seized almost a Inllion 
dollars in drug smugglers' assets 
and impound^ 32 tonnes of 
cocaine. 

Tbe seizures set new records 
but foiled to (lisnqR the huge 
domestic maricet for illidt drugs, 
the profib from which rival tlu^ 
of Gooeral Motors. Even the 
world's biggest single cfteawia 
bust - 21 tonnes in Lm Angeles — 
did not lead to shortages or price 
increases. 

In the same year, according to 
U.S. figures, world-wide produc- 
tion of cocame,opium ato mari- 
joana soared 'despite a U.S.-led 
ca mpaign to eradicate drug crops. 

The lack of success pnxnpted 
th Bush admioistration to bring 
its vast military intelligence net- 
work, complete with radar sur- 
•veiUanoe -planes and-.s^fy satel- 
lites, info tfrugs war. 

In Latin America, tbe U.S. is 
tending towards doter direct In- 
volvement of ib troops and anti- 
drug agents. 

In the heart of Peru's coca- 
powing region, for example, the 
Umted States has jbuilt a fortified 
military base. Ib perimeter de- 
fences, sand-bngged bankers and 
landing pads for helicopters invite 
comparisons witii Vietnam. 

Manned jointly by DEA agenb 
and Peruvian anti-narcotics 
police, tiie base serves as a laun- 
chmg pad for helicopter raids on 
clandestine airstrips and cocaine 
laboratories in the surroonding 
jun^. 

Tbe raids have had limits 
effect, U.S. officials admit, but 
they have prompted a spate of 



warnings that Washington, little 
by littie, is being drawn into the 
blooify cavil war between the 
Peruvian govenunenrand guerril- 
las of the Maoist Sendero Lomi- 
noso (Shining Path) movement 

Tbe Guenfilas have fonaed a 
tactical alliance with coca for- 
mers, i»titecting plantations in 
return for “taxes" that help them 
finance an insurgency whidi has

Undeterred by criticism of ib 
on-the-ground involvement in 
Latin America, tiie U.S. govern- 
ment aonounc^ in that it 
would spend $35 miliion on milit- 
ary assistance aud training. 
According to U.S. ofiidals. anny 
totroctors are set to begin coun- 
ter-insuigen^. training before the 
end of the year. 


“Washington is favouring a 
miiitary approach to the interna-* 
tional asp^ of the drug crisis 
even thoi^ a U.S. military pre- 
sence or use of force is seen as an, 
affront to national sovereignty by 
many Latin Americans," said 
Lary Bims, director of tbe private 
Washington Council on Htons- 
pheric Affeirs. 

Several perceived U.S. viola- 
tions of Latin American 
sovereignty have undermined the 


drug war recently, despite a new 
toirit of cooperation, between 
W a s h i n g t on and Latin American 
countries.

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The point of dispute was 
whether the Israeli leaders would

in the emerging new equation 
between the superpowers. 

Dr. Tuhsin Bashir, an Egyptian 
ambassador and scholar, argued 
that Israel might avoid a military 
escalation for fear of discouraging 
the influx of Soviet Jews. He also 
maintained that Israel mighi keep 
a very low profile to allow itself 
time to absorb and settle the 
Soviet Jews without inviting un- 
due international attention or 
reaction. 

Others argued that Israel might 
seize the oppommity of Soviet 
“abandonmeni” of its Arab 
allies, and the U.S. “emphasis” 
on Easrem Europe and launch a 
limited operation to decrease the 
pressure of the intifada and pave 
the way for a forced exodus of 
Palestinians to Jordan. 

Many agreed, however, that 
the Israeli reaction heavily hinged 
on the course of hs internal poli- 
tical crisis, the Arab position, and 
finally prospects of the progress 
of The pi^ce process. But the 
clear implication was that the end 
of (he cold war on its own — 
particularly as the U.S. continues 
its support of Israel — was not 
sufficient to bring about peace in 
the region. 

At one stage in his paper enri- 
tied **Tbe £i^ of the Cold War: 
Implications for Israeli- 
Palescinian Peace Making,” Dr. 
Mendelson argued that as region- 
al disputes stop to be **flash- 
points from which escalation 
might lead to superpower wan” 
their importance to superpowers 
are “greatly reduced.” 

On the other hand, one of the 
questions whidi appeared to re- 
main unat»wered was; Would 
either of the supeipowers allow 
one of its “allies or former allies” 
to provoke instability in a hot 
region and consequently drag it 
into a confrontation with (he 


other power or its alhes. 

So far at least, judging by 
developments cited by most scho- 
lars in the seminar, while (he 
Soviet Union seems to be prod- 
ding its allies, including the PLO, 
Syria and even Afghanistan, to- 
wards peaceful solutions, the 
U.S. has not been exciting the 
same practical efforts — i.e. 
though reducing arms and finan- 
cial support to steer Israel to- 
wards a more flexible position. 

In other terms, the American 
position did not aj^ar to pvallel 
that of the Soviet reduction of 
support of the parties in the 
conflict 

Blit the assessment that these 
attitudes have been accompanied 
by further detachment by both 
pmers was contested during the 
U.S. Ambassador to 
Jordan Roscoe Suddarath strong- 
ly disagreed arguing that his 
country was still very much con- 
cerned over the Mid^ East pro- 
cess. He disclosed that, at a re- 
cent meeting of American ambas- 
sadors to ^ Middle East with 
U.S. Secretary of State James 
Baker in West Gennany, it was 
agreed that the U.S. would and 
should continue its active engage- 
ment in the peace process. 

The American ambassador, 
however, implied that the Soviet 
Union’s role — which has been 
repeatedly emphasised by the 
Arabs — has declined since the 
death of late Egyptian President 
Jamal Abdul Nasser, and particu- 
larly after the 1973 war. 

Dr. Gbassan Salameh, a 
Lebanese political scientist, pre- 
sented a completely different 
analysis about Uic future role of 
the ^viet Union in the region. In 
his view, mainly due to its pro- 
ximity to the region, the Soviet 
Union will contmue to be very 
interested in the Middle East. He 
cited three factors whidi will 
actually increase the importance 
of the region to Moscow: 

— Most of the problems and 
developments in the area, mainly 
the rise of Islamic fundamental- 
ism and Zionism itself, are by no 
means exduave foreign policy 
concerns for the Soviets. “In fact 


these very . domestic concerns 
would reflea heavily on the inter- 
nal trends and dewlopments in 
the Soviet Unioo,” be said, 

— The Soriet Union would 
soon be interested in securing oil 
supplied from the re^on. and 
therefore is interested in the Gulf 
states. 

— As the region continues to 
be infested with missile, the 
Soviet Union cannot ignore the 
threat. “They will be mostly con- 
cerned about Israeli missiles 
which can reach the Soviet Un- 
ion.” he argued. 

In a later interview with the 
Jordan 110105, Dr. Salameh went 
even further by contradicting all 
recent theories about the dimi- 
nishing role of the Soviet Union. 
According to Dr. Salameh, Mos- 
cow is working towards a long- 
term strategy to increase its influ- 
ence and diminish and if not even 
exclude the American role. He 
said that such a strategy is partly 
dictated by objective develop- 
ments, mainly the end of the cold 
war, which makes the region 
more relevant to both the Soviet 
Union and Europe. “The U.S. is 
finally expeaed to withdraw and 
focus its artention, and this is 
already ha;^ning in its back- 
porch in Latin .America.” 

Therefore, Salameh does not 
think that by succumbing to U.S. 
pressures to allow Soviet Jewish 
emigration, Moscow is undermin- 
ing its long-term strategy bat it is 
a tactical move chat will eventual- 
ly contribute to limiting Soviet 
intervention in the region. 

In other words the Lebanese 
writer imf^ed that Moscow was 
making short-term concessions to 
serve its long-terms goals. 

An issue which did not seem 
adequately addressed during the 
dialogue — according to obser- 
vers — is how the end of the cold 
war would affea the role of 
Israel. The question that re- 
mained an unanswered was: 

Is Israei loosing its role as a 
strategic ally of the U.S. to coun- 
ter the “Soviet and communist 
danger,” or does it have a new 
role which ensures continuous 
American support?

About 1,500 
people took part in the protest 
whi^ ended soon afterwajds af- 
ter a minor dash writh police. 

The “Action and Reform 
Bloc,” with 10 candidates, con- 
sists of liberals, tedmocrats and 
traditional personalities. The 
“Unity Bloc,” which is also field- 
ing 10 candidates, is considered 
an independent semi-tribal ^up 
with relations to large families in 
the dty. 

Only four candidates are run- 
ning, as independents. 

TIk dty of Zarqa, about 70 
kilometres nortb*«ast id Am- 
man, is a semi-industrial over- 
crowded uri»n centre udiicfa is 
predominantly inhabited by low- 
er middle dass and low income 
people. The munidpality is toeing 
several problems in the dty re- 
lated to filial construction of 
houses and. property and land 
disputes that have continued for 


several yeats. The govenuneat, 
which refuses to recognise illegal 
housing (built without licencing), 
would not extend basic services 
such as water and electridty- to 
these houses. There are many 
cases of land confiscation by the 
municipality and disputes con- 
tinue over compensations. 

The municipal committee, 
which has appointed by the gov- 
ernment, h^ been accused of 
mismanagemem by an investiga- 
tion committee appointed by the 
Ministry of Munk^ial and Rural 
Affairs. The city is also plagued 
by traffic jams and street vendors 
and police regularly launch cam- 
paign to remove tiiem from the 
streets. The finandal situatioii of 
the municipality, however, is 
more sound than many other 
muzudpalities in the Khigdom, 
according to A'Cnistry of Mnnicip- 
al Affairs sources. This is largely 
due to income-generating pro- 
jects that succssive Zarqa dvil 
administrators have biult and 
owned for the dty, the sources 
said. 
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Dead Sea water, air 
and sun help thousands

EIN BOKEK — At one of the 
lowest points on earth, nen and 
women stand naked for hours 
under a sweltering Dead Sea 
sun. 

“To be exposed to the sun 
here eight hours a day works 
like a miracle. I go home 
cured,” said Ruth Franz, 45, 
from Mannheim, 'West Ger-' 
many, who has had the skin 
dise^ psoriasis for over a 
decade. 

Her friend Heike von Lent- 
zke of Munich who has psor- 
iasis and an accompanying 
arthritis, said: “In three days 
here I am better than a^r 
weeks in the Canary Islands.” 

Four hundred metres below 
sea level, on the lowest ex- 
posed land on earth, the 
women bathe in the dense 
rmneraJ.-ricb Dead Sea water 
tiiat helps rid their bodies of 
spots which powerful creams 
and dru^ never cured. 

Scientists estimate that be- 
tween one and three per cent 
of the population in Western 
countries has some form of 
psoriasis. At least six million 
Americans have the disease, 
they say. 

Musotlar and joint pains, 
duonie arthritis and vitiligo, a 
skin disease which 
of pigmentation, are also 
bel^ by the Dead Sea. 

But psoriasis sufferers are 
the biggest dients. The come 
from all over the worid seeking 
relief from the red blotches 
and scales which can cover 
their entire bodies. 

The disease is not contagious 
or dangerous but victims often 
regard themselves as social lep- 
ers. Ma^ are afraid to be seen 
in public and have difficulty 
finding partners. They look 
forward to winter when they 
can cover their bodies. 

Research has shown that af- 


ter four weeks, more than 70 
per cent of the psoriasis suffer- 
ers at the Dead Sea are cleared 
or almost completely deared 
of the disease for periods of 
three months to several years. 
The rest show at least som 
improvement. 

Some 1,000 naked women 
and men with skin trouble 
crowd the segregated beach on 
the Dead Sea shore - soaking 
up sun where they most need 
it. Many have been coming 
here for years. 

Israel and Jordan have spas 
on opposite sides of the sea. 
On the Israeli side new hotels 
are sprouting to cater for the 
boom in tourism from Europe. 

“Doctors in the United 
States just gave me cortisone 
creams. I fevers and then 
the psoriasis came back 
worse,” said Maria Helena 
Mansur, 38. of Guayaquil. 
Eoiador, who first contracted 
the disease after a car crash. 

“I come here every year for 
a month in the spring and I am 
free (of psoriasis) until Novem- 
ber,'*she said, adding that it 
was her eighth visit to the 
Dead Sea. 

Zvi Even-Paz, a dermatolog- 
ist who has been studying tb« 
Dead Sea for more than 30 
years, said: “The Dead Sea 
avoids most of the dangers of 
modern, high-powered treat- 
ments.” 

Since ancient times the sea 
has been known for its healing 
qualities. Its sunrtiine, water 
and air are unique. Together 
they form a magic mix that 
helps thousands each year. 

“To isolate one contributory 
toctor from another is very 
difficult. The total effect is 
very beneficial, ”Even-Paz 
said. 

The Greek philosopher Ar- 
istotle was among tbe first to 
mention this stretch of water. 
It was so salty no fish lived in it 
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nor could a bound man sink, 
be reported in about 350 B.C. 

Rich Romans imported con- 
tainers of Dead Sea water to 
Italy. 

llie Dead Sea is the world's 
most saline lake. Its 30 per cent 
salt content makes it 10 times 
saltier than the oceans and it is 
rich in magnesium, potassium, 
calcium and sulphur. 

Magnesium helps combat 
skin Clergies and bronchitis. 

The high concentration of 
mineral salts ^ves the water a 
buoyanc>'-whicb facilitates the 
movement of ailing joints and 
eases paralysis, mus^ar stiff- 
ness and fractures. 

Rheumatism and arthritis 
sufferers seek therapy from the 
Dead Sea’s sulphur-rich 
springs and black mud. 

The mud comes from allu- 
vial deposits rich in organic 
animal and plant remains and 
lake salts and minerals. Its 
elasticity and heat retention 
are said to give arthritis pa- 
tients relief for theree months 
to a year. 

Dead Sea sunshine is also 
safer, doctors there say. 

The most harmful ultra-vio- 
lent rays are weakened below 
sea level and evaporating wa- 
ter provides an extra shield. 
This enables people to sun- 
bathe much longer at less risk, 
they say. 

Water enters from the Jor- 
dan River, from a few springs 
and streams along its shores 
and from winter floods down 
mountain ravines. The lake has 
no oulet but is depleted by 
evaporation. 

Mak John, whose psoriasis 
covered 35 per cent of his body 
before he came to the Dead 
Sea, said he wished he could 
take some of tbe magic potion 
home to New York. 

“I’ve been in Florida, China 
and France and nothing 
helped. Here it just finishes,” 
be said.

’’Everything hinges on the 
outcome of tl^ meeting... they 
will discuss a paymem Jotr 
moaia for the debt and for tbe 
university’s operation.** one of 
the contractors said.

Regular payments to the 
four main contractors who 
built the 41-millioD-dinar (109 
million) campus stopped in 
1986. But they continued 
work, finishing the project in 
1988. 

The firms are South Korea's 
Daelim Industrial Company 
Taiwan's Ret Ser Engineering 
Agency, Saudi Arabia’s Rabya 
Landscaping Limited and tte 
UAE-Australian joint-venture 
Al-Habtoor Leighton. 

They were initial fees 
of 12 million dinars ($33 mil- 
lion) bat interest and com- 
pensation for addition^ costs 
have nearly doubled that 
amount. 

Industry sources say low oil 
prices in the mid-1980s and the 
eight-year Iran-Iraq war 
undermined tbe ability of some 
of the university’s foundeis to 
meet their financial commit- 
ments.

Romania’s economy 
plunges into disarray 


BUCHAREST (R) — Romania’s 
economy phmged further into 
disarray in April, with industrial 
output, investment, labour pro- 
ductivity and expo^ aD singly 
down on a year ago, figures £r^ 
tbe national commission of statis- 
tics riiowed Monday. 

Following the overthrow last 
December of dictator NIoolae 
Ceausesen, ufro had systemati- 
cally denied hb people even basic 
necessities, Romania increased 
its hard conency imports by 75 
per cent over April 1989. 

This figure was mainly 
accounted for by raw matmi^ 
and consumer goods for a country 
where shortages and rationing 
bad become a way of life. 

The statistics commission men- 
tioned imports during April of 
meat, frozra fish, edible oil, dairy 
products, rice and citrus fruit, but 
gave no figures. 

Most of these products were 
unavailable during Ceausescu's 


24-year letgQ- 

Sports frx>m tbe “socialist 
co un tries” were down by 26 per 
cent, while exports to tins bloc 
were down to 68 per cent of dfe 
April 1989 fignre. 

Exports to Western countries 
fered even worse at SI per cent of 
tbe 3^ear ago per fo nnance, but 
tins was partly accounted for by a 
reduction in exports of foodstoEfr 
and petroleum products needed 
at home. 

Only percentages were issued 
Monday, but previously pub- 
lished annual figures for 1989 
recorded exports to the socialist 
ooimtries of 4.64 billion Soviet 
roubles ($7.8 billion) gainst im- 
poTb of 5.13 billion roubles ($8.6 
biOion), and hard currenq^ ex- 
ports cf $5.99 billion, against 
imports of $3.47 b&fion.

U.S. banks need reduced reg- 
ulation, not protection from over- 
seas fitiawetal institutions, to com- 
pete in a raindty dianging int^- 
national maiketplaoe, Greenqian- 
and other witnesses told a sub- 
committee of the house banking, 
finanee and Urban afiaiis com- 
mittee. 

“It would dearly be counter- 
productive to dose our markets* 
to foreign comp e titi on merely be- 
cause foreign markets are less 
open than we Eke,” Greenspan 
testified. “Sudi an action would 
invite retaliation and would not 
be very effective in ax^ case.” 

Greenspan said foreign com- 
panies snnply would funnel their 
transactions throogb erffrhore 
banks that co ntinu e to do bosi- 
oess in the United States. He also 
said removing the co mp e titi on of 
foreign hanks would reduce tire 
pressure to update banking reg- 
ulations, dierdiy delaying needed 
rhanys aud harming U.S. banks

W®rld population to Increase 
faster than ever In T 990s 


LONDON i(AP) ^ World 
population, now 5.3 bilHon, will 
increase fetter tiian ever in the 
1990s and could a^ost triple m 
100 years vntfa catascrojrfiic en- 
vironmental consequences, the 
annual U.N. population report 
said Tuesday. 

“Tne next 10 years will dedde 
the shape of the 21st century. 
They may dedde the future of the 
Earth as a habitation hu- 
mans,” said Dr. Nafis Sadik, ex- 
ecutive director of the United 
Nations Population Fund 
(UNPF). 

Every year during the 1990s, 
the population wil increase by 90 
to 100 million pet^e, rou^y 
equivalent to the current popw- 
ticn of Eastern Europe or CCTtral 
America, the report said. 

O'.'er the decade, a billioa 
more people wil inhabit the 
planet, equivalent to an extra 
China, it said. 

“The 1990s will see faster in- 
creases in human numbers chan 
any decade in history,” Mrs. 
Sa^ told a news conference to 
issue the fund's report. 

“The dioices of the next 10 
years... will decide whether world 
popoiation trebles or merely dou- 
Ues before it finally stops grow- 
ing. They will decide whether the 
pace of damage to tiie environ- 
ment speeds up or slows down,” 
she said. 

Worid population growth con- 
tinues to be grostiy out of ba- 
lance, with 90 per cent of the 
increase in deveioping countries* 
and the biggest gror^ in the 
poorest of them* said the state of 
worid populaticKi l^K) report. 

“At the start of tiie 1990s the 
■choice must be to act decisively to 


slow population growdi, attack 
poverty and protect the environ- 
ment. The alternative is to hanrf 
on to oar children a potsoned 
. inbeiitanoe*” it said. 

Mrs. Sadik said “the best amt 
quickest way to reduce popula- 
tion growth” is to invest in impro- 
ving women's status, access to 
education, health and access to 
femily p lanning 

The U.N. Pi^ulation Fund le- 
commended that spending on 
family planning in developing 
countries be doubled to $9 biltioo 
the end of the century. 

Mrs. Sadik said she hoped the 
United States would resume sup- 
port for the fund's activities. Last 
year, she said, the U.S. Congress 
voted to contribute to the fund 
but President George Bush 
vetoed the bill. 

Only six years ago, the report 
said, popoiation growth appeared 
to be slowing everywhere except 
Africa and parts of South Asia 
and world population seemed 
likely to stabilise around 10.2 
l^on towards the end of the 
next century. 

“Today* the situation looks 
promising,” it said. “Progress in 
reducing fertility rates has been 
slower than expected.” 

According to the latest U.N. 
projections, the report smd, the 
world has overshot the 1984 
targets and is now on course for a 
final stable total nearer 1 1 billion 
than 10 billion.

Angola peace process — Savimbi 


MATINGA* An^la (AP) 
Guerrilla leader lonas Savimbi 
said his fbraes' stand i^amst a 
government olEfei^ve mafted the 
rebels’ biggest battlefield rictory 
and would speed up efforts to mid 
die IS-year civfl war. 

UNTTA (National Union for 
the Totallndependence of Ango- 
la) halted tiie 137-day offenave 
by Marxist government troops 
latt week in a 36-bour batte 
ontside Mavinga* a ttrategie town 
in die rebel sbron^old of sontb- 
eastem Angola. 

“Our victoiy at Mavinga will 
accelerate the peace process,” 
Savimbi told jonmalists Son- 
day ni^t in a bunker at tiie UN- 
ITA co m po nm i near tiie town. 
“The situation ‘ (throughout 
Ang(^) fe so bad, no one can 
ref^ to talk for peace.” 

A United Nations team that 
recently visited tiie soutwestem 
African nation estimated 300,000 
Angolans face starvation becanse 
of war and dron^t. 

Savimbi said tiie fighting at 
Mavinga was the largest and most 
important Tiattie smee war be- 
tween the U.5.-bacted gnenillas 
and Soviet- and Cuban-su p ported 
government troops broke out in 
1975, tiie year Angola gained 
independence from Portugal. 

The waning parties met last 
month in Portugal for what 
Savimbi termed “exploratory 
contacts.” He said he expected 
additkMial talks witfain two to 


tiiree wedts at a time and place 
set by PMdiguese officials. 

Last month’s meeting marked 
the first dueet contact between 
the two sides since Savimbi and 
Angolan President Jose Eduardo 
Dos Santos agreed latt June to a 
ceasefire at a summit in ndgb- 
bouxiag Zaire. The ceasefire col- 
lapsed witiun days. 

Savintin said up to 12,000 gue^ 
tillas and 10,000 governmeot 
trcK^ wme imnrived in tile fil- 
ing around Mavinga that ended 
on May 7. 

The governmeot has denied its 
forces were beaten* saying tfa^ 
decided to teave Mavhiga be- 
cause it was no longer stra^jcal- 
iy inqxutant.

The Angolan government has 
said some 500 soldiers on eadi 
side died at Mavinga.

bat& site about 10 kiloaiettes 
outside Mavinga. 

UNTTA said it has salvaged

Large supplies of govern- 
ment we^ioiis* i^udSng artiUery 
shells and roefcets were piled high 
on tiie battlefidd.

Yeltsin seeks top post 
in Russian Republic 


MOSCOW (AP) Maverick 
politician Boris Yeitsin has 
announced he would run for pres- 
ident of tiie Soviet UnKm'ti 
largest repuUic but said be ex- 
petted strong oppositimi from the 
Communist Pa^ ^iparatus. 

Yeltsin* a highly ftopuJar figure 
due to his anti^te stance and his 
calls for more radical zefonn* 
made the announcement to seva- 
al hundred people who gathered 
to view a new film on his life. 

I Yletsin* a leada of a group of 
legislators tiiat is demandiag 
quicker and more thorough re- 
forms, also took adjutage of the 
occasion to get in several veiM 
punches at President Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

He accused Gorbachev of 
being “in a state of panic,” saying 
tiie presideat had “lost oontreti of 
him^f and lost politica] control 
of the country.” 

The Congr^ of the Russian 
Federation, the pant republic of 
150 million pe(^ that stretdbes 
from the Baltic and Black^i^ in 
the west to the Padfic in tiie east* 
is scheduled to open Wednesday. 
It ttiooses the Russian piesidenL 

Yeltsin said be expects his main 
opponent for the presideoty to be 
Alexander Vlasov, a non-voting 
memba of the Communist Par- 
ty's politiiuro and current prime 
minister of Rusrian Republic. He 
portrayed Vlasov as the 
atus” candidate. 

Speaking M(»day night at 
hfo^w*8 Unkm of Cfaiei^taig- 
raftiiers’ Chib, Ytttsin said the 
Communist Party had gathered 
about 200 of the Russian congress 
deputies at a special meeting 
Stturday and Gorbadiev had re- 
commended Vlasov to tiwm as 
the next president. 

Assessing his **«««« of being 
elected, he said that a^xxit a third 


of tiie dqmties backed him firm- 
ly, awouid surdysnzelty oppose

outcome, 

Yeltsin was easily elected to 
tiie Russian Cosgr^ m March 
elections* gathering 72 pa cent of 
the vote in his home dty of 
Svenflovttc in the Ural Moun- 
taim. 

The vote fiirtfaa cemented his 
status as a fevourite of the mas- 
ses, and a whose popularity stems 
largely from his image as a cam- 
paigna a^inst “^iparatdiiks” 
and a fonna rittim of the appar- 
atus himself. 

Yeltsin was dumped from his 
job as Moscow party chief in late 
1987 for his out^ken criticism 
of Gorbachev's r^orms. He was 
later ^ven a state post in con- 
struction with the rank of 
minister. 

At the congress, Yelstin has 
emaged as a leada of tiie fledg- 
ling oi^iositioii to Communist 
Party leaden and has continued 
to push for fasta reforms. 

Yeltsin pledged Monday be 
would help Russia gain more 
rights in the Soviet Union* saying 
that as tiiii^ stand, Russia ‘Toi- 
k>ws the lead of the centre. It has 
no polkaes of Ks own, for eig n or 
domestic.” 

He said his programme as pres- 
ident would include doing away 
with all goveroment miniKtri ^ 
and maging the KGB with the 
police. 

Yeltsin* who underwoit a back 
operation in Spain recently and 
has been hospitalised several 
times widi heart problems, tried 
to allay concerns about his 
heahfa.
